“A good one We have learned lessons as to 
where and how to build bridges, and how to 
make foundations. Private citizens have not 
paid so much attention as they ought to the 
city’s public affairs, and as a result these numer­ 
ous lo* and flimsy bridges have been built and 
swept away. They will probably now take hold 
and advise the council to see to it that bridges 
shall lie fewer, higher, and of better const ruc­ 
tion. ami the people encouraged to build farther 
away from the river. One good result of the 
freshet is that it has demonstrated the strength 
of the dam and reservoir of Dells Improvement 
©otni>any, of w hich we feel very proud. It has 
been shown that they can hold all the logs that 
come down, the only place on the river where 
thay can tie held, in fact, since the Chipiiewa 
Falls dam fell out. This wit] give lumtiermen 
and manufacturers confidence in the eligibility 
of Eau Claire as a location for their business.” 
LOSSES TO I.CMU KUM EN, 
while they are heavy are pretty evenly distrib­ 
uted, and none of t hem are crippled, as I ain in 
a position to know, for our bank carries a num­ 
ber of them.

Planting* Oak Forests. 
The Secretary of the Minnesota State For­ 
es ty Association desires the press of tho state 
to call the attention of residents in tho prairie 
counties, who are interested in the cultivation 
of timber, that the acorn crop is abundant this 
fall. There is a good crop of acorns only onco 
in several years. 
The last was in 1889. 
Those 
desiring to plant groves of oak trees should 
take stops to collect acorns at once, in the 
abundant groves in the eastern and central 
counties, the “ White Oak” is tho most valu­ 
able 
for timber and fnel, hut either the 
“ Burr Oak,” or tho “Black Oak,” and the 
“Jack Oaks,” or Black Jack, grows rapidly 
aud makes good fuel. 
The advantage in plant­ 
ing oaks for wind-breaks is, that the leaves are 
persistent, that is, hang on the trees all winter, 
thus affording shelter from tho cold winds. 
The acorns should ta sown this fall, on ground 
well broken and pulverised. 
Sow in rows 
feet apart 
Drop tho acorns one foot apart, 
aud cover an inch or so deep. 
If they corno 
up too thick they can be thinned, as oaks have 
along tap root, they are transplanted with 
much trouble, and should be sown where th* 
grove is wanted.

beaten by a trotting horse, he waf 
called a false prophet, and laughed at. 
Hiram's phophecy lias come to pass 
and the skeptics have been brought tc 
grief. 
Maud S. is the fulfilm ent of his 
prophetic vision. 
I am not a prophet 
like Hiram, and 
do not like to be 
laughed at, so I will not prophecy. 
But I will say, that I do not believe 
the trotting horse has reached the pos­ 
sible limit of speed. 
I have seen the 
record steadily reduced from 2:40 to 
2 :00}. Why should it not be lowered still 
more? 
We understand horses better 
to day 
than 
ever 
before, 
and em­ 
ploy a training system 
tliat fully 
developes every muscle, and we breed 
them so as to secure the highest order 
of nerve force, courage and endurance, 
as well as speed. 
Trotting is an artifi­ 
cial gait, and the great speed attained 
by trotters is due in a measure to tile 
assistance given by outside aids, to 
lengthen the stride and steady the gait, 
such as toe weights and other appli­ 
ances. 
Experienced 
horsemen 
and 
trainers will no doubt discover other 
means to improve the speed. 
The art 
of driving, though well advanced, is 
still capable of further improvement. 
Speed limit, in trotting, depends en­ 
tirely upon how far a horse can be 
pushed before he will break into a run, 
which is his natural gait, and if he can 
be kept on his feet by artificial aids, 
2 :0u w ill be—well, I said I wouldn’t 
prophecy—but the record will be beaten 
some seconds.

Mr. P. E. Studebaker of the well known In­ 
diana wagon-making firm of Studebaker Bro­ 
thers recently gave the following recollections 
of tile prices that prevailed in the old days of 
democratic administration and low tariff: 
I remember distinctly the good time* before 
the war so often talked" ab nut. 
We then had a 
comparatively small public debt, and had the 
revenue from the sales of the public lands. 
The tariff was low, but our industries were 
lower still. 
We had a tariff for “ revenue ex­ 
clusively” and no war debt to pay, yet we paid 
six cents per yard for calico when It "was at its 
lowest point Every manufactured article made 
abroad cost more’ than it does now un­ 
der the present “robber tariff,” aud tho 
only defense 
our 
people 
had 
against 
the high price was in spinning and weaving 
tho most of their own goods. 
Farm hands 
were paid at the highest $15 per month. 
Com 
sold as high as 38 cents. 
Wheat once reached 
80, but the spurt was only temporary, for it 
fell back to 60 in a few weeks. 
Horses sold a1 
from $35 to $90, and the best cows could he 
purchased at $15 to $20. 
Hogs sometimes 
reached $3 75 per hundred, but the average 
price from 1840 to I860 was $2L 
Butter sold 
at from 9 to IO cents per pound aud eggs 
ranged from 3 to 8 cents per dozen, and at 
points remote from rivers and lines of trans­ 
portation there was no market for any farm 
products except tho cereals and live stock. 
In those days we sold wagons at retail for $110 
which we now sell at $99. 
Plows which then 
gold for $12 are now sold at $6. 
tab o r of 
every kind commands 25 to 90 per cent, more 
than’it did then, while every manufactured 
and imported article which labor uses or con­ 
sumes sells from 20 to 200 per cent cheaper 
than it did before tho war, and the only arti­ 
cles which command liigher prices are those 
produced on the farm.

The Burns rape case which has been 
in progress the greater portion of the 
week has been the general topic of dis­ 
cussion, The trial brought out the facts 
of the case as given in last weeks Dis 


p a t c h . 
The girl, Emma E . Mays swore 
that Burns in a forcible manner did com­ 
m it the crime on the day mentioned, and 
the the evidence of physicians who exam­ 
ined her, nnd also of Mr. Shonteli, who 
was passing the party, went to show m at 
Burns was guilty. 
W hen Burns came on 
the stand he testified to having taken the 
girls out riding and also to having a 
scuffle in the woods with Emma E., but 
said that the fuss was about a couple of 
lockets of his that the girl had and re­ 
fused to give up and nothing else. 
The 
trial consumed the greater part of two 
days and the case was given to the jury 
on Wednesday night at 6 o’clock, and 
much speculation was indulged in as re­ 
garded the result. 
The jury consisted of 
the following persons:

Thompson, a clerk In the register 
of deed’s office at the court house, and 
d ias. Mayo, a lumberman, nnd who also 
owns a farm near Crow' Wing, hung out 
to the last. 
Public sentiment lins been very bitter 
against Burn* ever since this dirty case 
was brought to light, and when the news 
reached the people that the jury had 
failed to agree the general impression 
throughout 
Hic city was that outside 
pressure had l»ccn brought to bear upon 
the jurors, which of connie is conjecture 
as far as known. 
To say that the larger 
portion of the thinking people and the 
people who have the public good at heart 
are indignant to such an extent that they 
must express their opinions is but telling 
the true state of affairs. 
The court has adjourned until one 
week from next Wednesday, October 1st, 
when the case will come on for a new 
trial. 
In the meantime Burns is out on 
$2,000 bail.

Chewing’ the Cad. 


F ro m th e Scientific A m erican. 
Every child in the country has stood 
and watched this curious operation, and 
wondered what the lump was which he 
saw’ come up the cow’s throat and then 
go down again after she had chewed it 
for a certain length of time. 
And per­ 
haps he may have seen tho anxiety 
aud turmoil produced on a farm by the 
report that some one of the cows had 
“lost her cud,” and as the result of this 
excitement he may have seen the ab­ 
surd attempt to “make a new cud,” in 
the hope that the cow would by such 
means In* restored to good condition. 
There Lh in the minds of a large propor­ 
tion of the readers so little understand­ 
ing of the true nature of “chew­ 
ing the cud” that a few 
words 
concerning it may not lie amiss. 
A few large tribes of animals, of which 
sheep and cows are onlv familiar ex­ 
amples, are called in natural history Ru- 
minantia, because they ruminate—they 
they chew their cud. 
They do so be­ 
cause their peculiar organs of digestion 
require it; they can get nourishment 
in no other way. 
They have, it is said 
in the books, four stomachs, but tile 
statement is not strictly correct, for 
the entire digestion is done in a single 
one, that which is called the fourth, the 
other three being only places for pre­ 
paratory work. 
Their food is swallowed without be­ 
ing chewed; the chewing is to come 
later. 
When this unchewed food is 
swallowed it passes directly into the 
first stomach, to use the commtn term; 
but the drink which the animal takes 
goes straight past tlie entrance of the 
first into the second. 
These two serve 
only to soak and soften the coarse food. 
Then, when the first has done what 
it can, the food passes out of it into the 
second, and then the cow or sheep is 
ready to “chew’ the cud.” 
Tile second stomach, while busily at 
work in soaking the food, keeps it in 
motion, and gradually rolls it up into 
masses, so that in the small upper part 
there is formed an oblong solid lump of 
the size that we recogize as the “cud.” 
This the animal throws up into the 
mouth, and chews with evidently, as 
much satisfaction as the same act of 
mastication gives us when we put the 
most delicate morsels between our 
teeth. 
When it is sufficiently chewed 
the mass is swallowed and its place tak­ 
en by another which had been rolled 
up in the meantime. 
But the “cud” thus masticated does 
not return to the second stomach, from 
which it had come.

Eau Claire is recovering from the dism ay 
which overw helm ed her last w eek; and her 
people 011 looking over the situation, find 
th a t their loss, g reat as it is, is not irretriev ­ 
able. and are taking h eart of grace to rejMiir 
the dam age done by the flood. 
It tau g h t 
them some lessons—d early ,it is tru e; but the 
cost of which v\ ill be w’ell covered if they are 
heeded. 
Mr. Ii P. Putnam , cashier of the 
Chippewa Valiev bank, interested In many 
urge com m ercial establishm ents in the city, 
says to-day, the reason of the g reat dam age 
is th at the people m ade the m istake of build­ 
ing on low ground next to the river. 
They 
m ight have gone to the bluff to build ju st as 
well, and escaped the disaster. 
If the city 
had sj*ent one-tenth of the m oney in m aking 
streets on the blnff th a t it has in fixing roads 
near the river, the population would have 
stretched farth er back.

Private citizens have not 
paid so much attention as they ought to the 
city’s public affairs, ami as a result these numer­ 
ous low and flimsy bridges have been built and 
swept away. They will probably now take hold 
and advise the council to see to it that bridges 
shall be fewer, higher, and of tetter construc­ 
tion, and the jieopie encouraged to build farther 
away from the river. One good result of the 
freshet is that it lias demonstrated the strength 
of the dam arid reservoir of Dells Improvement 
oornjiany, of which we feel very proud. It has 
been shown that they can hold all the logs that 
come down, the only place on the river where 
thav can te held, in fact, since the Chippewa 
Falls dam fell out. This will give lumtermen 
and manufacturers confidence In the eligibility 
of Eau Ciaire as a location for their business.” 
LOSSES TO LUM BERM EN, 
while they are heavy are pretty evenly distrib­ 
uted, and none of them are crippled, as I am in 
a jKudtion to know, fur our hank carries a num­ 
ber of them. It is the same wav with the gen­ 
eral business of the city. 
While there is no in­ 
surance on damages, the Iohh In almost every case 
is not total, ami tbe stability of the bouses will 
not tie affected.” 
"Do you exts-ct much suffering among the 
poor this w inter on account of the calam ity?” 
“No. Tlie present necessities of those made 
houseless are teing provided for. The re|*air» 
which the flood makes necessary will furnish 
work for everybody. The mills, too. will start 
up in a couple of weeks.” 
THE CAUSE OF TH E DISASTER. 
Speaking of the cause of the disaster, Mr. 
Putnam said: 
I understand th at the men in charge of the 
dnms np the river were not at their posts when 
the flood came, ami neglected to o|*-n the gate?*, 
so the water, instead of teing let out easily and 
gently, was jienoed up until it burst the bounds 
and came down as a dest m ctive flood. 
If this 
charge is true, it shows very serious dereliction 
on t heir p a rt. 


Losses at Fan Claire. 
T hat p art of the North side which was in­ 
undated is a low flat along the n v er, occu­ 
pied principally by one-story fram e dwelling* 
of poor people. 
The scene has already been 
described in general in these dispatches. and 
a m ore careful survey only em phasizes the 
seriousness of the disaster. 
The bank of the 
river rises quit** abruptly for a few- few 
feet to an elevation of about one hundred or 
so feet w ide back to Forest street, on which 
is the track of tlie M ilwaukee road, and 
which is depressed throe or four feet below' 
the lots on either aide. 
The strip betw een 
this and the river was well filled with j>opu- 
lous shanties, und when the big rise occurred 
W ednesday night the people a t first refused 
to leave. 
When the logs cam e down, how- 
ever, and battered at their doors, nothing was 
left for them but to tb*e. 
They found 
th a t Forest street, which they m ust cross, 
was a rushing river, whose depth was m ore 
than the statu re of a m an. ami full of crash­ 
ing logs. 
The crossing was m ade success­ 
fully,how ever, and as far as can te learned 
not a life was lost, nor was any serious 
injury incurri'd. The Hood m ade g reat havoc 
with these little houses. 
They w ere floated 
away In everv im aginable shajie. The tojxHf- 
rapliy of the land is entirely changed. 
The 
drive along the river front is* gone, and with 
It is annihilated fifteen or tw enty feet of the 
rear of the lots. 
W hat were fertile gardens 
are now beds of quicksand and saw dust, or

Kinds and creeks, the whole covered with 
lo g s on which one m ay walk over the whole 
district w ithout touching the g ro u n d Forest 
street and its railw ay truck is piled w ith logs 
three feet deep. 
A sm art law'yer could no 
doubt involve these poor people in some 
interesting legal 
com plications. 
For in­ 
stance, one m an’s 
wood 
pile 
floats off 
to the prem ises of his third or fourth neigh­ 
bor; whose w ill be the wood, am i w hat o u t­ 
sider can decide as to its identity? 
A m an’s 
house floats a b’ock or so and finds au 
anchorage in som e one else’s backyard. 
If 
the building is w orthless and its ow ner don’t 
take it aw ay, can he te* suisl for trexpa«-s? 
Such lire some of the problem s which will 
arise to the legal m ind

W everhauser thinks there is m ore than 100,- 
0 00,000 there, an equal num ber a t the Dell* 
reservoir, and 150,000,000 In the Paint 
creek clam, and, as far as is know n, even 
more above L ittle Falls, filling the m outh of 
Ju m p creek and the m ain river for some 
distance up to the stream .

He has heard from the West

fallen in torrents. 
A telegram from Haj’- 
w ard states th a t no dam age is done there. 
A large proportion of the logs now in the 
four g reat reservoirs will be high and dry 
when the wfat**r falls.

beaten by a trotting horse, he waf 
called a false prophet, and laughed at. 
Hiram’s phophccy lias come to pas*, 
and the skeptics have been brought tc 
grief. 
Maud S. is the fullfilment of his 
prophetic vision. 
I am not a prophet 
like Hiram, and 
do not like to be 
laughed at, so I will not prophecy. 
But I will say, that I do not believe 
the trotting horse lias reached the pos­ 
sible limit of speed. 
I have seen the 
record steadily reduced from 2:40 to 
2 :09f. Why should it not be lowered still 
more? 
We understand horses better 
to-day 
than 
ever 
before, 
and em­ 
ploy a training system 
that fully 
developes every muscle, and we breed 
them so as to secure the highest order 
of nerve force, courage und endurance, 
as well as speed. 
Trotting is an artifi­ 
cial gait, and the great speed attained 
by trotters is due in a measure to the 
assistance given by outside aids, 
to 
lengthen the stride and steady the gait, 
such as toe weights and other appli­ 
ances. 
Experienced 
horsemen 
and 
trainers will no doubt discover other 
means to improve the speed. 
The art 
of driving, though well advanced, is 
still capable of further improvement. 
Speed limit, in trotting, depends en­ 
tirely upon how far a horse can be 
pushed before he will break into a run, 
which is his natural gait, and if he can 
be kept on his feet by artificial aids, 
2 :00 will be—well, I said I wouldn’t 
prophecy—-but the record will be beaten 
some seconds. 


The St. Paul Pioneer Press, in a re­

causes. 
It is ap­ 
parent that a wide range of temptat ion 
i3 offered for dishonest grading at the 
expense of the farmers. 
The Pioneer 
Press, appreciating the interests in­ 
volved in this matter, submits tlie fol - 
lowing 
plan, proposed by a coires­ 
pondent of that paper, 
^he plan is 
briefly this: 
To make a law providing 
for a state grade, the appointment of a 
state 
board 
of commissioners 
and 
of state inspectors, and to provide that 
all wheat must be weighed on scales 
with an approved apparatus 
for re­ 
ceiving and holding the grain while it 
is being weighed—scales to be in­ 
spected 
and 
sealed—with 
criminal 
punishment for violation. 
Each eleva­ 
tor to have a good cleaning appartus, 
with option to farmer to have grain 
cleaned before selling, in case of dis­ 
pute as to grade; and, finally (which is 
of the greatest importance), to make all 
elevators grade the grain and give a re­ 
ceipt for what they receive.

Planting Oak Forests. 
Tlie Secretary of tho Minnesota State For- 
esty Association desires the press of tho state 
to call tho attention of residents in tho prairio 
: counties, who are interested in the cultivation 
of timber, that the acorn crop is abundant this 
fall. 
There is a good crop of acorns only once 
in several years. 
Tlie last was in 1880. 
Those 
desiring to plant groves of oak trees should 
take steps to collect acorns at once, in the 
abundant groves in the eastern and central 
connties, the “ White Oak” is the most valu­ 
able 
for timber and fuel, but either the 
“ B urr Oak,” or tho “Black Oak,” and the 
“Jack Oaks,” or Black Jack, grows rapidly 
and makes good fueL 
The advantage in plant­ 
ing oaks for wind-breaks is, that the leaves aro 
persistent, that is, hang on the trees all winter, 
thus affording shelter from tho cold winds. 
Tbe acorns should be sown this fall, on gronnd 
well broken and pulverised. 
How in rows 3% 
feet apart 
Drop tho acorns oue foot apart, 
and cover an inch or so deep. 
If they como 
up too thick they can be thinned, as oaks have 
along tap root, they are transplanted with 
much trouble, and should be sown where the 
grove is wanted.

Mr. P. E. Studebaker of the well known In­ 
diana wagon-making firm of Studebaker Bro­ 
thers recently gave the following recollections 
of the prices that prevailed in the old days of 
democratic administration and low tariff: 
I remember distinctly the good times tefore 
the war so often talkod about. 
We then had a 
comparatively small public debt, and had the 
revenue from tho sales of the public lands. 
The tariff was low, but our industries were 
lower still. 
We had a tariff for “ revenue ex­ 
clusively” and 110 war debt to pay, yet we paid 
■ix cents pier yard for calico when It w as at ils 
lowest point Every manufactured article made 
abroad cost more than it does now’ un­ 
der the present 
“ robber taiiff,” and tho 
only defense 
our 
people 
had 
agaiust 
the high price was in spuming and weaving 
the most of their own goods. 
Farm hands 
were paid at the highest $13 per month. 
Com 
sold as high as 38 cents. 
Wheat once reached 
80, but tho spurt was only temporary, for it 
fell back to 60 in a few weeks. 
Horsos sold at 
from $35 to $09, and the best cows could he 
purchased at $15 to $29. 
Hogs sometimes 
reached $3.75 per hundred, but the average 
prico from 1840 to 1860 was $2. 
Butter sold 
at from 6 to 10 cents per pound aud eggs 
rauged from 3 to 8 cents per dozen, and at 
points remote from rivers and lines of trans­ 
portation there was no market for any farm 
{ 
iroducts except tho eoreals and live stock, 
n those days wo sold wagons at retail for $110 
which we now sell-at $60. 
Plows whieli then 
sold for $ 12 aro now sold at $6. 
Labor of 
every kind commands 25 to 60 per cent, more 
than* it did then, while every manufactured 
and imported article which late r uses or con­ 
sumes sells from 20 to 200 per cent cheaper 
than it did before tho war, and the only arti­ 
cles which command liiglier pricoa are those 
produced on the farm. 


Extract from a speech delivered by Senator

The Burns rape case which has been 
in progress the greater portion of the 
week has been the general topic of dis- 
cussioa. 
The trial brought out the facts 
of the case as given in last weeks D is­ 


p a t c h . 
The girl, Emma E. Mays swore 
that Burns in a forcible manner did com ­ 
m it the crime on the day mentioned, and 
the the evidence of physicians who exam­ 
ined her, and also of Mr. 8hontell, who 
was passing the party, went to show m at 
Burns was guilty. 
W hen Burns came on 
the stand he testified to having taken the 
girl* out riding and also to having a 
scuffle in the woods with Emma E., but 
said that the fuss was about a couple of 
lockets of his that the girl had and re­ 
fused to give up and nothing else. 
The 
trial consumed the greater part of two 
days and the case was given to the jury 
on Wednesday night nt 6 o ’clock, and 
much speculation was indulged in as re­ 
garded the result. 
The jury consisted of 
the following persons: 
P. D. Davenport, F. BL Cable, Fred. 
Sibley, Chas. Thompson, Geo 
Leopold, 
II. Rosanblatt, George Keough, A. Det- 
telbach, Geo.

After having been out 18 hours the 
jury was called in by the Judge, as it was 
iimpossible for them to agree.

four men voted for conviction. 
The 
other three, whoso names are George 
Keough, a Laurel street saloon keeper, 
Chas. Thompson, a clerk In the register 
of deed’s office at the court house, and 
Chas. Mayo, a lumberman, and who also 
owns a farm near Crow W ing, hung out 
to the last. 
Public sentim ent has been very bitter 
against Burns ever since this dirty case 
was brought to light, and when the new* 
reached the people that the jury bad 
failed to agree the general impression 
throughout 
the city was that ontslde 
pressure bad lieen brought to bear upon 
the jurors, which of course is conjecture 
as far as known. 
To say that the larger 
portion of the thinking people and the 
people who have the public good at heart 
are indignant to such an extent that they 
must express their opinion* is but telling 
the true state of affairs. 
The court 
lias adjourned until one 
week from next Wednesday, October 1st, 
when the case w ill come on for a new 
trial.

summer of 1805 was equal to that in a 
glass fiirnaee. 
Meat could be cooked 
by merely exjiosing it to the sun. 
Not 
a soul dare venture out betwrecu noon 
and 4 p. m. 
In 1718 many shops had 
to close; the theatres never o}*ened 
their doors for several months. 
Not a 
drop of water fell during six months. 
In 1753 the thermometer rose to 118 
degrees. In 1779 the heat at Bologna 
was so great that a great number of 
people were stifled. 
There was not 
sufficient air for the breath, and people 
had to take refuge under ground. In 
July, 1793 the heat became intolerable. 
Vegetables were burned up and fruit 
dried upon the trees. 
The furniture 
and 
woodwork in 
dwelling-house# 
cracked and split up; meat went lmd in 
an hour. 
The rivers ran dry in several 
provinces during 1811; expedients had 
to be devised for the grinding of corn. 
In 1822, a protracted heat was accom­ 
panied by storms and earthquakes; 
during the drought legions of mice 
overran Lorraine and Alsace, commit­ 
ting incalculable damage. In 1832 tlie 
heat brought about cholera in France. 
20,1300 persons fell victims to the visita­ 
tion in Paris alone. 
In 1846 the ther­ 
mometer marked 125 degrees in the 
sun. 
Finally, the summers of 1859, 
I860, 1869, 1*870, 1874 &e., although 
excessively hot were not attended by 
any disaster. 


M an or W oman? 
From the Whitehall Review. 
One of the most remarkable historical 
mysteries 011 record, rivalling that ol 
the identity of the man in the iron mask, 
is that of the sex of theOhevafier d’Eon, 
who was French Envoy to England in 
1761. 
He acted as private agent tc 
Louis XV. anil lived in Ixmdon for 
fourteen years. 
He was a handsome 
man of a rather effeminate appearance, 
and w as noticed to be ycur shy of the 
ladies and to avoid general society. 
While he was there tlie story got aliout 
that he was a woman, and the scandal 
thus aroused caused King Louis to re­ 
call his ambassador and order him tc 
assume his proper dress, that of » 
woman. 
This she did an*l was alwayf 
afterwards known as Mrne. d’Eon.

life of this remarkable personage stated 
that she assumed the dress of a youth 
in order to secure higher educational 
opportunities, and thus entered the Col­ 
lege Mazarin, at Paris, and afterwards 
became doctor of laws, and the author 
of several learned volumes, and was in­ 
troduced by Prince de Conti to the ' 
King. 
It was said that the King know 
the secret of her sex; but for her re­ 
markable talents selected her to under- I 
take a secret mission to Russia, wkicl 
was so well performed that she was 
afterwards sent to London. 
During 
the French Revolution Mme. d’Eon 
again went to England, where she died 
m 1810. After her death it was asserted 
that the character of a woman was a 
disguise, and that Mme. d’Eon was a 1 
man, after all. 
But the facts in the case j 
are not regarded as proven either way. 
This curious personage, it might be re- i 
marked, never contracted a marriage in 
the character of either sex.

Home H ints. 
Cure for case of tic douloureux: Yolk 
of one egg beaten with two teaspoon fills 
of sweet oil; then put over a moderate 
heat and stir, letting it harden; add 
two teaspoonfuls of laudanum; stir well; 
and lastly add two teaspoonfuls of 
spirits of ammonia; stir quickly, and 
apply at once te the part affected. 
This 
I have known to care several cases, one 
being of long standing 
A good plan for preserving a paper 
is to sew together the paj>ers of each 
month; no one will tear them up acci­ 
dentally, as it will l>e evident te all 
that some one values them and intends 
to preserve them. Lay them in a 
straight pile with the first number of 
the month on top; the last one at the 
bottom, and sew through the backs 
with strong thread. 
Btill another way to utilize the juice 
of fruit which yon do not need te put 
with the fruit into the cans. 
Add gela­ 
tine to the boiled and strained juice 
and make delicious jolly. 
To a pint of 
juice a little over a tablespoonful of the 
undissolved gelatine should be added; 
dissolve it in a little of Hie cold juice. 
Then stir it gradually into the rest of it, 
which should bo hot. 
Let it remain 
over the fire for three minutes, or aliont 
that length of time, then pour into a 
howl or mould.

occasional application of liquid fertili­ 
zers, will answer as well. 
Ordinary 
sphagnum, or peat moss, such as is 
used by florists in packing, may lie em­ 
ployed but the writer prefers the moss 
which grows in sheets upon rock and 
around the trunks of trees at their base. 
Wire baskets lined with this moss are 
used, jardinieres of metal, glazed pot­ 
tery, etc., taking care te provide suf­ 
ficient drainage. 
The liquid fertilizer 
used on these house plants should be 
without unpleasant odor; weak guano 
water, solutions of nitrate of soda or 
sulphate of ammonia may be employed, 
and very fine flour of bone may be 
mixed with the moss.

A cow' that produces only half a 
pound of butter per day w ill cost as 
much for its keep as one that produces 
two pounds. 
This difference in a head 
of fifteen or twenty cows is sufficier tly 
large to make all the difference te a 
farmer’s family between jioverty 
and 
wealth.—Rural Canadian. 
There is no need bothering about a 
cow s pulse to find out if she is well or 
not; simply look at her nose. 
If well, 
it will be moist and cold; if feverish, 
dry and hot.

A staring coat or a hollow eve 
are also j*>ints indicating trouble, ami 
as symptoms of disease they are more 
to l»e dreaded than the dry nose.— j 
American Dairyman.

For such a dairy the first 
prize is $60. 
Then ten cheeses selected 
by the farmer, must la? sent te the fair . 
for public exhibition, when the prizes 
are declared.

that our farmers give more oats to j 
young stock, colts as well as calves, j 
There is no food so easily attainable ; 
that will so well correct acidity of the i 
stomach and k«*ep the whole system in t 
good ord**r. 
To those who w ish te raise ; 
calves on very liltle milk I would sny, 
use oats and oil meal freely, and by 1 
studying the wants of those calves you 
will l»e able to raise fine animals on a 
small allowance of milk.

The Ounce of Sulphur. 
No doubt the old-fashioned custom of 
mixing a bowl of molasses with a prop­ 
er proportion of sulphur and cr* ani of 
tartar every spring and fall, and of serv­ 
ing out a regular ration to the family, 
old and yonng, before breakfast for a 
few days successively, had its usefulness 
in preventing and avoiding the comrnou 
disorders of those seasons. 
But cer­ 
tainly something like this, if not the 
very same might !>© usefully employed 
for our domestic animals. 
.Sulphur is a 
very useful medicine, having laxative, 
alternative, and diaphoretic properties; 
that is, it empties and cleanses the bow- 
els; it changes tin* character of the se­ 
cretions and healthfully modifies the 
vital functions when given in ‘•mall re­ 
peated doses without acting upon the 
bowels; and it causes an enlarged trans­ 
portation, or perspiration, through the 
skin by which much impure matter is 
carried off in that way. 
And these effects may frequently pre­ 
vent serious disease such as blackleg 
among calves which are more easily 
prevented than cured. 
For the minor 
ailments w hich trouble all sorts of do­ 
mestic animals at this season, and chief­ 
ly those which affect the skin—such as 
irritation and congestion which cause 
horses te rub off the main and tail in 
efforts to relieve tliemselvu#; hidebound; 
mange and lice; there is no more safe 
and useful n^dn iue than sulphur and 
no better way to give it than to mix 
with twice its bulk of molasses and 
smear it over the teeth and tongue. Or 
it may 1** given in half on rice-doses to 
a full-grown animal with as much cream 
of tartar in tlie morning feed or in a 
bran-mash in the evening.—J. N. H.

Two of T heir P rincipal T ricks Vary Gaoz* 
F rau d s. 
“Tlie one class who interested 
particular in India, w'ere the jugglers. 
I have always had a fancy for prying in­ 
to secrets of prestidigitation, and I losl 
no opportunity in seeing these slight-of 
hand gentry at their tricks, and fount 
occasion to witness many of their per­ 
formances m’dittierent parts of India. 
My investigations lead me to state pos­ 
itively that tlie most remarkable stories 
told about them are fictions, based 
upon the flintiest foundation of fact. 
Tlie great majority of 
people like 
to he deceived in such matters, and will 
shut their eyes to palpable evidence ol 
fraud, while travelers who eagerly seize 
upon every chance to pad their narra­ 
tives with sensational points naturally 
throw a veil of mytery around the trick* 
of the Indian jugglers. 
Let us take for 
instance, the two performances thal 
have been most frequently and most 
marvelously written up—that is to say, 
the mysterious basket and the mango- 
growing tricks. 
I have seen both ol 
them over anil over again, and have 
found the same easily detected fraud* 
to exist in every case. The baskets are 
bellshajKMl and have a false liottom, be­ 
tween which and the exterior wall oJ 
the basket there is ample room for a 
very small child to stow itself away. 
The spectators are not allowed to touch 
or eveit to come very near to the has- 
xet, and in a casual glance at the inter­ 
ior one is not apt te detect the fals< 
liottorn. 
The bosket 
is placed ovei 
the child, who squats uj>on the hard 
ground, 
ami after 
sufficient 
time 
has elapsed for the youngster 
tc 
craw l into its place of concealment, the 
juggler hor^ies his audience by pass­ 
ing his sword through the basket, and 
then upon ujisetting it, shows that th« 
child has disappeared. 
Meanwhile a 
duplicate child that closely resemble* 
the first one eaters upon tlie scene from 
the background, au*l the wonderful 
trick is completed. 
The famous man- 
go-growing trick is even sillier thac 
this. 
You have of course* read how a 
man of mysterious arts plants » mange 
seed in a flower pot anil then makes t 
dwarfed fruit-tearing tree spring up 
from that seed. 
The facts of the cam? 
are simply these: The seed is planted 
ami tlie p»*t is then placed under a sorl 
of tent, whose voluminous folds must 
not !>e touched by any but the juggler. 
The latter then waters tlie earth in th« 
jMit and does a lot of manipulating 
while his hands are concealed m tlie 
tent. 
Meanwhile a fellow-jnggler i* 
[M-rferming a series of other tricks tc 
amuse and distr et the attention of the 
fqieetatars. 
When juggler numl*er one 
j has hail time to change the pot for an­ 
other that is hidden in the folds of the 
: tent, he opens one side of the canvas a 
little and a second jrot can be seen w-ith 
- a half grown mango tree in it. 
After 
j another interlude of the same sort the 
tent door is ag.iin opened and a third 
i pot is disclosed which contains a little 
j tree bearing a mango. 
The whole 
i thing is such a weak attempt at deoep- 
| tion that a person atter studying it once 
! or twice can only w onder if any one ha* 
! ever been reallv deceived by it. 
I al­ 
ways enjoyed the palming performance* 
of tlie cleverer juggler*, for their skill 
and rapidity of action were something 
extraordinary, and their materializing 
tricks w#-re such palpable absunlitie* 
that there was actually no fun in de­ 
tecting them.— Interview' with Hon.

Those 
who are disposed to criticise the appointment of 
Lord Dnfferin say that by putting him in a pure­ 
ly administrative place the government will 
lose the benefit of the splendid diplomatic tal­ 
ents which he has displayed at Vienna, 8t. Fot- 
tersburg and Constantinople. 
It is said that 
the new viceroy proposes to infuse unwonted 
energy into the government of India, and will 
seek to reduce or atxihsh the armies of the 
tributary states, which he regards as a growing 
menace to England's supremacy in the East.

(naster of the Ninth Minnesota infantry and 
lerved through the war, being in several en­ 
gagements and coming out of the army with the 
tank of captain.

Chewing the Cud. 
From the Scientific American. 
Every child in the country lias stood 
and watched this curious operation, aud 
wondered what the lump was which he 
saw come up the cow’s throat and then 
go down again after she had chewed it 
for a certain length of time. 
And per­ 
haps he may have seen tho anxiety 
and turmoil produced on a farm by the 
report that some one of the cows had 
“lost her cud,” and as the result of this 
excitement he may have seen the ab­ 
surd attempt te “make a new cud,” in 
the hope that the cow would by such 
means l>e restored te good condition. 
There is in the minds of a large propor­ 
tion of the readers so little understand­ 
ing of the true nature of “chew­ 
ing the cud” that a few 
words 
concerning it may not Ik* amiss. 
A few large tribes of animals, of which 
sheep and cows are onlv fnmiliar ex­ 
amples, are called in natural history Ru- 
niinantia, because they ruminate—they 
they chew' their cud. 
They do so be­ 
cause their peculiar organs of digestion 
require it; they can get nourishment 
in no other way. They have, it is said 
in the books, four stomachs, but the 
statement is not strictly correct, for 
the entire digestiou is done in a single 
one, that w hich is called the fourth, the 
other three being only places for pre­ 
paratory work. 
Their food is swallowed without be­ 
ing chewed; the chewing is to come 
later. 
When this unchewed food is 
swallowred it passes directly into the 
first stomach, to use the comracn term; 
but the drink which the animal takes 
goes straight past the entrance of the 
first into the second. 
These two serve 
only to soak and sotten the coarse food. 
Then, when the first has done what 
it can, the food passes out of it into the 
second, and then the cow or sheep is 
ready to “chew the cud.” 
The second stomach, while busily at 
w ork in soaking the food, keeps it in 
motiou, and gradually rolls it up into 
masses, so that in the small upper part 
there is formed an oblong solid lump of 
the size that we recogizo as the “cud.” 
This the animal throws up into the 
mouth, and chews with evidently, as 
much satisfaction as the same act of 
mastication gives us when we put the 
most delicate morsels between our 
teeth. 
When it is sufficiently chewed 
the mass is swallowed and its place tak­ 
en by another which had been rolled 
up in the meantime. 
But the “cud” thus masticated does 
not return to the second stomach, from 
which it had come. It passes smothly
